DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

I. Claims 1 through 21 , drawn to scanning system, platen sheet feeding 
device, classified in class 358 subclass 474, 505, 498. 

II. Claims 22-36, drawn to a camera sub-assembly classified in class 358, 
subclass 906, 909.1. 

III. Claims, 37-40, 42 drawn to digital camera, classified in class 348 subclass 
370, 580, 375. 

2. This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions, which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 1 3.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted.
